Synopsis of the Report of the 
Red Cloud Investigat- 
ing Commission, 


The Charges of Incompetency 
Against Agent Saville 
Sustained. 


They Recommend the Government 
to Pat a Better Man in 
His Place. 


No Frauds Discovered in Con- 
nection with the Beef 
Contracts. 


But the Pork and Flour Men 
Have Swindled Govern- 
ment and Indians. 


Ex-Secretary Delano and 
Commissioner Smith Let 
Off Easily. 


The Latter Alleged to Have Been 
Negiectful in Some Instances. 


Sweeping Changes Recommended in the 
Management of Indian Affairs. 


A SHORT SYNOPSIS. 
THE RED CLOUD COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT IX 
SMALL COMPASS. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 18.—The report of 
the Red Cloud Investigating Committee is a pon- 
derous document which would fill twenty col- 
umus of this paper, and the evidence accom- 
Pauying it is contained in a volume of 800 pages. 
The charges of Prof. Marsh as to Agent Saville 
are sustained, and bis immediate dismissal rce- 
ommended. He is charged with an unpardona- 
ble disregard of the moneyed interest of the 
Government. The employes at Red Cloud are 
characterized as incompetent, worthless, and 
drunken. The Oommissioners are in doubt 
whether the enumeration of the In- 
dians is correct. The system of keep- 
ing accounts is loose and defective. 
The provision of Art. 10 of the treaty of 
1868, which provides that au agmy officer shall 
superintend the delivery of annuity goods, bas 
been utterly disregarded. The Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs even avowed his igaoreaoce of any 
such provision. The Oommission approve many 
features of the distribution of anouity goods. 
The Commission find that the beef contractor, 
Bosler, was honest and not a thief, as charged 
by Prof. Marsh. The claim is made that the 
beef for Indians is obtained at a rate much be- 
low that for the army. The Commissioners 


make the following 
RECOMMENDATION : 

„We would earnestly recommend that, from 
army Officers stationed at the nearest military 
camp who are already under the pay of the Gov- 
ernment. who are, generally, meo of education, 
integrity, and competent skill, with no arduous 
daties to perform in time of peace, an officer 
should be from time to time detailed at each 
Agency, and under the direction of the Com- 
missary-General of the Army. to inspect and 
accept or reject all beef offered by cogtractors, 
aod report bis doings; that the Agent be a- 
lowed to receive none except on his certificate, 
and that no voucher be paid that does not bear 
the Inspcctors tp mena m its approval. As 
security for bis integrity we have the known 
high sense of honor among military officers and 
the court-ma tial for all delinquents. 

A SPECIMEN FRAUD IN PORK 
was by a contractor named Havens. On the day 
when be purchased ‘extra prime in Chicago 
for $17 per barrel, the price of mess im the same 
market was 24.37. a difference of 87.87. 
and on the t+o days when he made purchases at 
$15, the price of mess was $19.374¢ and $19.50, 
respectivsly, a difference of $4.374¢ and $4.50. 
It appears, therefore, that, if we take $5 
per barrel as a fair average difference of the 
value bet seen the two grades of pork, the Gov- 
ernment ought to receive at least $900 more in 
value than hae yet been refanded.” 
AS TO THE FLOUR, 
the Commissioners charge Red Cloud with de- 
ceiving Prof. Marsh. They sav of the flour: 
“It was of a peculiar touch, as to give at once 
the umpressiom that it probably had been adul- 
tei ated by Red Cloud with the fine white sandy 
clay which largely composes the soil arouud the 
Agency. This impression ig confirmed 
by a chemical analysis which we 
procured, and which revealed. besides 
the usual in ents of wheat flour. sand, iron 
as oxide sulphuric acid, the sand amount- 
ing to s per cent of the whole sample. The 
presence of 0 large a percentage of foreign 
substances seems conclusively to prove adultera- 
tion, and in the absence of all evidence of any 
o her flour a: the Agency contaming such sub- 
stances, we were forced to the conclusion that 
Red Cloud s responsidle for the imposture 
practiced upon the learned, Professor. 
THE CALUMET. 

Greater care in the selection of tobacco is 
recommended. 

FREIGHT CONTRACTS. 

“Tt is recommended that D. J. McCann, of 
Omata, be forbidden future contracts from the 
Government.” The Commissiooers say it is 
certain that, during a portion ot the time before 
the removal of the Agency from Platte. McCann 
transported freight over the new route, which is 
universally conceded not to be more than 90 
miles, and yet charged and received pay from 
the Govern nent at the rate of 132 miles. 
This is not the only act of. McCann 
which hes attracted our attention He is 
also chargel with havi received $14,375 
for transpor ung of —.— w he should have 
had but $5,117. ey add: Tue charge for 
the service rendered is so exorbitant and uorea- 
sovabie as to shock the moral sense of any man 
who looks ir to the transaction.

SAVILLE’S ADMINISTRATION, 
INCOMPETENCY. 


Wasnrvortor, D. C., Oct. 18.—The following is 
an analysis of the report just made by the Com- 
mission composed of Messrs. Fletcher, Harris. 
Faulkner, and Atherton. pointed to investi- 
gate and report on the charges of mismanage- 
ment and fraud at the Red Cloud Agency made 


by Prof. Marsh: 

The Joint Commismon for the investigation of 
affairs at the Red Cioud Agency have closed 
their labors, and submitted a report to the Pres- 
ident and to the Board of Indien Commission- 
ers, by whom they were inted. Adopting 
Prof. Marsh's letter to © President, set- 
ting forth charges of fraud and mismanage- 
ment im Indian affairs, as their starting- 
point, the Commission take 4 his allegations 
seriatim, examining all available sources of evi- 
dence, avd scrutinizing all records and docu- 
mentary proof which might. in their judgment. 
throw any licht upon the subject. Tue printed 
testimony so taken comprises more than 800 oc- 
tavo pages. The Commission sustain the 


charges of 
OFFICIAL INCOMPETENCY 

preferred against J. J. Saville, Indian Agent at 
Red Cloud Agency, and recommend bis removal, 
but exouerates him from unputstione of dis- 
honesty, and point to him as one Indian Agent 
who goes out of vflice a pobrer man than when 
he entered, 

With reference to the charge that the 
number of lIodians at the Red Olond 
Awvency have been greatly overestima.ed 
for tle purposes of fraud, the ners 
notice the fact that army officers cuncur with 
Prof. Marsh in his belief, and that there were not 
80 many there as had been represented, but io 
support of the charge opimiou merely has been 
offered. The enumeration of the Indians was 
attended witb great difficulties and delays, such 
as their determined opposition to being counted, 
and the fact that the northern or wild Indians 
were liable to visit the Agency aud demand 
goods and rations, The census of last year 
shows that there were 13,423 at the Red Cloud 
Agency. The result as believed by the Com- 
missioners to have been obtained by the bes 
means within the command of the Agent. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The Commission find that the system of 
keeping accounts at the Agency was exception- 
ally loose and defective, and for this the Indian 
Ottice is justly censurable. They also observed 
that the provision of the treaty of 1868, requir- 
ivg the presence of an army officer at al! issues 
of goods, had been utte:ly disregarded, but 
could not conclude from that, in the absence of 
otber proof, that fraud had been practiced. The 
specific allegation that, on the 12th of Novem- 
ber, 1874, the Indians were charged with thirty- 
seven bales of biankete, while only twenty-five 
were issued to them, is pronounced to be wholly 
without foundation. 

BEEF CONTRACTS. 
PROF. MARSH'S CHARGES INVESTIGATED. 


The question of beef forms a principa! part of 
the report. The annual expenditure for its sup- 
ply is large, and the frauds charged in connec- 
tion with the contracts are commensurate with 
the magnitude of the sume involved. In taking 


up this subject, the Commpission recapitulate 
Prof. Marsh's charges that the cattle had been 
very inferior, owing to systematic fraads prac- 
ticed bvA gents and contractors ; that, in conse- 
quence of fraud and m ement, the 
lodians suffered greatly uring the 
— winter for food ; that Agent 
ville witbheld from them provisions which 
be charged against the Government as having 
been issued to them; that frauds in weights are 
consummated by direct oollusion between the 
— aud the contractor, and that equal ras- 
ity is practiced in regard to the number of 
: another fruitful source of fraud is 
THE SYSTEM OF STAMPEDING, 
and that these frauds have been gigantic an 
long, and systematically contieued. Prot. 
Marsh's pamphlet partakes rather of the patare 
of an argument than a — presentation of 
facts, and in reviewing several charges 
the Commission find that he bas based his coo- 
clusions more upon hearsay evidence than on 
personal knowledge and well established facts. 

Ihe charge that Agent J. J. Saville and J. W. 
Bosler, with his assistants, combined to defraud 
the Government is found to be entirely unsup- 
ported by tacts. In support of bis charge Prof. 
Marsb a ludes to the contract for the last fiscal 
year, and argues that it was tainted with 

FRAUD FROM ITS INCEPTION. 

The contract, it apvears, was awarded to J. D. 
Foreman, who was the lowest bidder, and who 
complied with all the pubiished requirements 
Subsequentiy, for busimess reasons, it was as- 
s gned to W. A. Paxton in order that a combina- 
tion might be formed to carry out 6o large a con- 
tract. Mr. Bos ler furnished the capital and pur- 
chased the cattle in the uame of Paxton. To 
execute such a contract at so low a rate with 
success aod profit required capital, skill, and 
business capacity. and, in consideration of these, 
which Bosler contributed. he was entitled to re- 
ceive the greater share of the profits. The Com- 
mission failed to discover in all the facta aay 
evidence of fraud in ihe matter. 

In the same conneciion Prof. Marsh speaks of 
Mr. Bosler as notorious for trands in previous 
confracts, and for this reason should be excluded 
from further participation in Government con- 
tracts. 

In ezamining the facts bearing on this allega- 
tion it vas found that Mr. Bosler has himself at 
various times bad contracts with the War aod 
Indian Departments, and that he never was re- 
fused a contract when his bid entitied him to it, 
but bas always been awarded a contract for 
which be was the lowest bidder. It has not been 
shown or attempted to be shown that he has vio- 
lated any previous contract or been a party to 
any frauds upon the Government, Moreover, 
he has been awarded a contract with the Indian 
Office the present year. The Commission say 
they find this charge 

WHOLLY UNSUPPORTED, 

and nowhere has anything occurred to warrant 
them in regaiding Mr. Bosler as other than au 
honest man in all his business trapsactious. His 
participation in the contract of Seth Maorv, for 
the supply oft beef to the Sioux 
Agencies for this year, is shown to be 
a similar arrangement to that previously men- 
tioned. and uuder which he purchased 33,000 
head of beef cattle, which are now being deliv- 
ered to the Agencies by Bosler in Mabry's name, 
and as his agent. 

The circumstances which led Prof. Marsh to 
the supposition that Agent Saville vas in collu- 
sion with Mr. Bosler to defraud the Government 
and Indians by false delveries of caitie are fuliy 
analyzed in the report, and illustrated by many 
facts aud figures. It appears that on the last 
day of September, 1874. a delivery of several 
hundred bead of cattle was made to the Agency, 
and that during the night, ia the midst of a vi- 
olent storm, they stam and 278 were lost. 
In consequence of this joss 

THE REGULAR I88UE WAS INTBRRRUPTED. 

A clerical error in the Agent's book at about 
tbe same time represented subsequent issues tu 
have been made to the Indians on other days 
from which they actually Mr. Bosler 
claims that of the 278 head that were lost only 
150 went back to his herd on the River Platte. 
sod an equal number of substantially the same 
size and value were afterward returned to the 
Agent by him. These facia were fully reported 
by Saville to the Department in December, 1374. 
at a time when no freuds, so far as appear, had 
been imputed to him or the contractor. As 
those voluntary statements made then are the 
same as these now given in the testimonv, the 
Commmesion feel compelled to accept them as 
true, and they are of opinion that the 
imputation of dishonesty put upon Dr. Saville 
in cheating the Indians out of the issue, repre 
seated to have been made Nov. 8, 1874, is with- 
out foundation. ,

‘EQUALLY IRRELEVANT, 
for, in thé first place, the seven bead inspected 


and estimated by them had been rejected, and 
formed no criterion by which to determine the 
average weight or condition of the herd of 
which they were the remnant, and, in the second 
piace, the mode of their endeavoring to arrive at 
the average weight of those cat.le defeated their 
ownend. Two of the officers guessed at the

average struck they had resched no satisfactory 
result, and formed no reliable deduction. 

Another charge of Frof. Marsh 1s, that Dr. 
Saville mtentionally receipted for greater num- 
bers of cattie than were delivered, aod that 
their weigbte were largely overestimaced in the 
receipts. One iostance, adduced as proof of 
this is that on the 14th of November Dr. Saville . 


‘receipted for several hundred head of Texas 


judgment, 750 
which he considered a liberal estimate; that 
all the cattle of that herd were wretchedly gaunt 
and thin; that a majority of them were small: 
that many were vearlings and scaiawags, and 
not a few weak and decrepid. The testimony on 
this subject is very voluminous. and involves 
the general question of the weight of through 
Texas cattle. The Commission entered into 
this investigation with the idea strongly im- 
pressed upon their minds that no ordinary herd 
of, Texas cattle could sverage anything ke 
1,000 pounds. On their way from Cheyenne 
to the Red Cloud Agency they saw cattle of this 
class on the ranges, and estimated their weight 
at from 750 to 850 pounds. They were 
not prepared for the actual demonstration 
which they subsequently witnessed at the 
Agency on the llth of August, when 377 cattie 
were received and weighed. The scales were 
examined by the Oommissioners, and bal- 
anced by one of their number before the 
work began. the 377 cattle were 
weighed. One of the Commiasioners took 
down the weight of each draught from 
the scale-beam, the other members being pres- 
ent carefully watching the proceedings. The 
average weight of the herd proved to be 1,053 
pounds. Many single steers 

WEIGHED MORE THAN 1,200, 
and some over 1,300 pounds. They were all 
driven from Texas during last spring, and ar- 
rived at toe Placte during June and July. With 
this evidence, the question of the coutractor's 
ability to furmish cattle of the weight of 1,000 
pound aud upward seemed to be settled. bat in 
order that the Commissioners might be certain 
that this lot had not been selected for the ooca- 
sion, three days later, on their way to Spotted 
Tail Agency, they made a detour of about 35 
miles, and visited the coatracto:'s large her i on 
the Nebraska River, which herd contained 5,500 
head, aod they proved to be of the 
same class and of about the same 
average size and weight as those ther 
had seen delivered on the lith. The 
Commissioners caused all the cattie to be driven 
before them, and two members of the Commis- 
sion rode throagh their whole berd, scattered 
over the plain, carefully noticing many hun- 
dreds. They were fully satisfied with the result. 
of their observations in tha: respect, and say 
that if the cattle which thev saw were a fair 
sample of the cattle which had been delivered to 
the Indians of the Red Cloud and Spotted Tail 
Ageocies duting the three years, the Indian and 
his friends should bave 

LITTLE CAUSE TO COMPLAIN, 
and they express an earnest wish tbat all the la- 
bonng . — of the country could be as well 
and as liberally supplied. 

THE FREEMAN CONTRACT. 

The repert next reviews tue Freeman contract 
for the year 1874 for the supply of beef to 
the six Sioux agencies. Atthe request of tbe 
Coramissioners, Mr. Bosler presented for their 
privace use an abstract from his books for 
that vear, showing the number of cattle pur- 
chased, delivered, and lost, cost of herding, in- 
cidental expenses, amount of capital employed. 
aud pet profits realized. The total cost to the 
Goveroment of beef for the year was $700,554, 
and the net profits to the contractor, $117,5lu. 
The Commissioners were satistied from the evi- 
dence that that profit was perfectly fair and 
legitimate, They say that if great frauds in 
weight have been perpetrated at Red Cloud, sim- 
ilar frands must have been cticed at 
all the other agencies, sad assume 
this reqhires that they should find that 
ail those six agents, their clerks and assistants, 
the coutractor and his associates, assistants, and 
berders. combined to cheat both the Indians aud 
the Government, and that all shared. directly or 
indirectiy, in the benefits of the fraud. It may 
be in accordance with the current of the present 
popular feeliug to adopt this conciusion; but, 
dealing as they do with proofs, they are forced 
to say that 

FACTS DO NOT SUPPORT IT. 
They came to the same conclusion with 
reference tothe gontract for the present year, 
and moreover they are convinced that during 
the years in question ali cattle were received 
and receited for at their actual weight and 
numbers. Asan effectual answer to the com- 
plaints concerning small and lean cattle, it is 
proper to state that it is for the best interest of 
the contractor to buy cattle which are as large 
and in as good condition as could be, inasmuch 
as he purchased them by the bead, and is selling 
them by their weight. 

Of the issue of Mav 5, 1875, while it appears 
that the cattle were not equal to the average, 
there is no evideuce to show that any frand was 
practiced upon the Indians or the Government. 

Prof. Marsh's charges of fraud growing out 
of a system of stampeding, entailing great los- 
es on the Indians aud the Government, are 
found also to be based also upon information 
only. and not ou perronal knowledge, which u- 
firmatiou is found to be incorrect. e state- 
ment in Reshaw’s certificate that cattle whicb had 
been stampeded and returned to the contractor's 
herd were delivered to the Agency and receipted 
for à second time has not a shadow of founda- 
tion, except im the fact already stated, that 150 
were returned, but were not receipted for 3 
gecood time. In concinding this branch of the 
subject, the Commission say that votwithstand- 
ing their careful and exhaustive investigation 
they found no sufficient evidence to justify the 
conclusion that frauds had been committed by 
the Agent or contractor. 

Tee Gumutedee recommend as an additional 
check, that the delivery of beef be supermtended 
by an officer detailed for the purpose under the 
direction of the Commissary-General of, the 


army. 


QTHER CONTRACTS. 
PORK, 

Flagrant fraud was found io the matter of pork 
contracts. D. L. Slavens, pork contractor, was 
found guilty of fraud in furnishing 600 barrels 
of pork of a grade vastly inferior to what be 
contracted to deliver. They recommended the 
removal of Inspector E. R. Threlkeld, who 
passed the pork, and the exclusion of Slavens 
from ali f contracta in any department of 
the Government.

the Commission learned of but three occasions 
when the attention of the head of tne Depart- 
ment was called to the existence of any 
and frauds at the Red Cloud and Spotted ‘Lai! 
Agencies. The first instaoce was that of the 
presentation of the report of Messrs. Kemble and 
Alferd, which was laid before the Interior De- 
partment on she Ist of July, i874, and which um- 
its its exposures to the Spotted Tail Agency. The 
irregularities and corruption there 21d — * 
ing out of Agent Risley s mis management led to 
the recommendation a special investigation, 
and suspension of his acovupnts, outstanding 
vouchers, and certificates. They also exposed 
the fraudulent character of the Graves transpor- 
tation contract. In accordance with this recom- 
moendation, J. W. Daniela was depuied to make 
a special investigation at the Spotted Tail Agen- 
cy. Mr. Alferd finds (ault with the Secretary of 
the Interior for having iutrusted that investiga- 
tion to Mr. Daniels, he having just ceased to be 
an Ageat at St. Cloud, and could not have ex- 
posed in detail the irregularities and corrup.ions 
of his neighbors without implicating himself. The 
Commission cannot coincide in the fo ce of this 
objection. They fiod Mr. Daniels bas long held 
important trus:s in convection with Indian af- 
fairs, without, so far as appears, avy assault up- 
on bis character. Mr. Daniels reported that at- 
ter a full investigation he did not find that there 
had been any more supplies receipted for than 
were received aad issued to lodges as numbered 
by the Indians. He confirmed the fraudulent 
character of the Graves contract, which has ac- 
cordingly been repudiated by the Department. 

THE SECOND OCCASION 
was on the report of Samuel Walker, who was 
sent by the Board of Indian Commissioners to 
investigate afars at the Rea Cloud and Spotted 
Tait Agencies. This report wae bighiv 
unfavorable, and as soon as the Secretary 
received a copy of it he appointed Bishop Hare 
Commissioner to thoroughly investigate the 
facta embraced in the special report of Mr. 
Walker. After more thau a month's investi 
tion they made aa elaborate report, exon 
Agents Saville and Howard from the charges of 
fraud, and declaring the administration of their 
respective Agencies deserving of commenda- 
tion. There does not appear, the Commission 
say, in any of the transactions above referred 
to, and which occurred prior to the in- 
ter view of Prof. M with the Secretary of 
the Interior, any evideoce that this officer nad 
been lobg aware of the abuses of the Indian 
Agencies without making a siacere effort to iu- 
vesiigate and reform them. 

IN THE THIRD PLACE.

Jo the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CMA, Oct. 18.—For some time past my at- 
tention has been directed to the condition of 
our insane poor, especially to that portion of 
this unfortunate class who find their way into 
our county and city-almshouses, either from 
their own homes as recent cases, or from State 
hospitals for the insane, embracing these that 
are considered incurable. 

I have been recently inquiring, with some par- 
ticularity, into the actual provision for the class 
of persons to which reference is made, and have 
gat nered certain facts in relation thereto, Which 
Iam desirous that the public should be made 
fully aware of, to the end that some 
plan may be devised, and as specdily 
as practicable, for their permanent relief. I am 
persuaded that but few persons of public spirit 
and intelligence are acquainted with the wretch- 
ed state in which hundreds of our poor are, or 
some more urgent steps would have been taken 
before this time for their relief. 

In approaching this subject. however, it is 
necessary that we do so with correct views as

NO COMPETENT MEDICAL MAN

insane, The Board know unte or nothing about such | 
qualities in aby mau, and probebly care less. But if 
such a man should accidentally be secured, he would 
be in a weasure powerless for good, and would not fad 
a trace of intelligent and aubstantial Sympathy in any 
endeavor he might make to improve the modes of 
management of the insane. He would find himse./ 
practically a subordinate, and hampered on every 
hand, and liable & any moment to be dismissed 
from hie post, so that some other man 
who can pull the wires better might step in. No 
man of spirit and independence, who is really quali- 
fied, will ever do the amount of log-rolung or adopt 
the unmanty expedients that are necessary to secure 
the comparatively degraded and uncertain tion to 
which petty »olitical exigencies have brought the im- 
portant position of physician to the Cook County In- 
sane Asylum.”

It is true, there are at present 
two medical students out there as learners, who help 
what they can, but they do not belong in any sense to 
the staff of the hospital. Of course the majority of 
the intelligent people in the county, if the question 
has ever seriously occurred to them, would assume 
that of course some physician had charge specially 
qualified by study and experience, to direct the 
medical affairs of the asyitim. Bat what shall be 
thought, when I tell you as 1 do, that nearly 900 in- 
sane, are placed under the care of one young 
physician, who not oniy has not hadan extended ex- 
perience in ordinary practice, but whe may be said to 
be totally devoid of those qualifications which could

This ie no mere wild scheme, for 
it has been tried already in the State of New York, and 
has been the means, in a great measure, of emptying

A short walk through 
the pastures at the back of Frogmore Honse 
takes one from the farm buildings to the Royal 
dairy, which is of itself worth a visit when per- 
mission can be had. This dairy is a perfect gem, 
and far eurpasses anything which Marie Antoi- 
nette achieved at the Petit Trianon. The ma- 
jolica and mosiac of the walls, which are studded 
with medallions of the Queen, the Prince Con- 
sort, and their children, the double roof and 
threefold windows,—the inner window being of 
stained glass,—the milk-pans in white aad gold, 
and the curious inlaid floor, represent a large 
sum of money. All the butter made there is 
sent to the Isle of Wight daily, and to Scotland 
three times a week, when the Court is at Os- 
borne or Balmoral, and fruit and vegetables are 
always ‘“ispatched at the same time. The cows 
which supply this dairy standin a long of 
stalls close by, and several of them aleo 0 
been afficted with the foot and month disease.

When there were 
some signs of discontent among the men em- 
ployed on the Osborne estate calculations were 
made as to the amount received by the Windsor 
men in money or in kind. Though the money 
payments are only 14 shillings a week for or- 
diuary laborers, it is estimated that, what with 
house rent, fuel, milk, and other advantages, 
their wages are equivalent to little less than 
£10 week. Nor is this all, for the bailiff bas 
a sort of savings-bank fund for the men who 
learn to read and write, and some of them have 
done so weli that they have as much as £20 
standing to their credit.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE, 


WASTE OF WATER. 
To the Hdttor ef Tie Chwage Trwune : 

Ciao, Oct, 18.—1 fully agree with Pro 
Bono Publico,” in his communication of Oct. 16, 
that a great loss i caused to the city from the 
willful waste of water, and of the necessity of 
water-meters for each house in the city. But 1 
am satisfied that a far greater loss to the city is 
from the water wasted by leaving the street hy- 
dravte open during cold weather, to prevent 
them from freezing. Last winter at least one- 
fifth of the water was iost in this way, to the 

reat damage of occupants and owners of 

ouses. Ihe water was permitted to run through 
the bydrants in order to prevent them from 
freezing, and thus the water inteuded for do- 
mestic purposes was throws upon the sidewalk 
and street,there to freeze and endanger the lives 
of all who were compelied to use the sidewalk. 

While the water is left running through the 
bydrants it is impossible to force the water into 
the houses, aud thus eccupanware deprived of 
their supply, yet. they must pay as much as 
though they had a full supply. Then, again, if a 
fire should occur there us no water for tbe use of 
the fire-engines 

Besides the great loss to the city from the 
waste of water, there is still another and greater 
loss caused by the’ freezing up of the 
street hidrants. Last winter the city spent at 
least 630, 000 in thawing out and docvoring the 
hydrants. Men were sent around twice each day 
with steam boilers to thaw out the hydrants, 
and even lamps were resorted to, but in spite of 
all this extra labor and money the hydrants, 
when not left Open so the water could waste, 
froze up. Not only did the hydrants freeze up, 
but the frost from the b~drant was conducted 
down to the side and street main. The hydrant 
now in use in this city has at least 7 superficial 
feet of iron exvosed to the weather, and, with 
the thermometer at 25 to 30 degrees below zero, 
it is not surprising that the water in the hy- 
drants do freeze. 

The Report of the Board of Public Works for 
1875, pages 71 and 72, fally show the necessity 
for a better hydrant, and that during the cold 
weather the city is wholly at the mercy of the 


fi 

Not only is it the case in Chicago, but in all 
the Northern cities. Hartford, Conn., in one 
fire, in February last, lost $230, 000 worth of 
property, caused by the freezing up of the hy- 

te. New York lost a far greater amount, 

as over 8,000 hydrants were frozen up at one time 
in that city, aod} in Brooklyn over 3,000. 

Will not the Board of Public Works look to 
this matter and save thousands of doliars to the 
tax-payers ?

BUTLER’S PATENT CURRENCY. 

Mr. BENXZAAm F. Burien, in hisrecentspeech 
at New York, formally explained and pro- 
claimed his system of currency. We give it 
in full in his own language : 

First—4 doilar that shall have at times a certain 
fixed and stable value below which it cannot go, 
Second—I demand that that dollar shak be issued by 
the Government alone in the exercise of its high pre- 
rogative and constitutional power, and that that power 
shail not be delegated to any corporation or individual. 

Thiyd—I want that doller stamped upon some con- 
venient and cheap material of the least possible in- 
trinsic value, so that neither its wear nor its destruction 
will be any "joss to the Government issuing it. 

Fourth—I also desire the dollar to be made of such 
material for the purpose that it shall never be ex- 
ported or desirable to carry out of the country. Fram- 
ing an American system of finance, I do not propose 
to adapt it to the wants of any other nation, and es- 
pecially the Chinese who are nearly one-quarter of the 
wor 

— desire that the dollar so issued shall never 
be redeemed. I see no more reason why the unit of 
measure of value should be redeemed or redeemable 
than that the yard-stick with which I measure my 
cloth, or the quart with which I measure my milk, 
should be redeemed. 

Sit. For convenience only I propose that the dol- 
lar so issued shall be quite equal to, or a little better 
than, the present value of the average gold dollar of 
the world, not to be changed or changeable, if the 
gold dollar grows lower in value or grows higher, or to 
be obliged to conform itself in value in any regard to 
the dollars of any other nation of the world, seeping 
stee/f always table and fixed, so that when all the prop- 
erty of the country adjusts itself to it as a measure of 
value it shall remain a fixed standard forever. I need 
go no farther than our present greenback for all these 
desired qualities, including uniformity of value in all 
parts of the country except in fixed and intrinsic 
value. If those two qualities can be added to the 
greenback, it completely fills the six requirements 
which I have above set forth, provided ail thougnt of 
ite redeomabutty in goid and iter be taten away 
From i, 

It is difficult to reconcile this plan and the 
speech which accompanied it with Mr. Bur- 
LER’s reputation for intelligence. The whole 
utterance presents a most remarkable confu- 
sion of ideas, bordering on insanity. It is 
something such as might have been said by a 
man whose capacity for continuous and re- 
concilable thought had been lost. It does 
not cohvey the idea of ignorance exactly, but 
of a disordered mental condition, asif the 
speaker was laboring under some overwhelm- 
ing delusion and total misconception of the 
subject on which he was talking. 

He has discovered a new office for monęy, 
and has discovered a new money. Man- 
kind has hitherto employed money as an 
agent for the transfer of commodities, it hav- 
ing an equivalent value, or a value represent- 
ing all other values, and exchangeable for all 
other commodities. Mr. Burr proposes to 
abolish money in this sense, and to have 
money which havé shall have no value of it- 
self whatever. The element of value in the 
money isto be excluded. It is to be made of 
the material having the least possible value, 
and a reason therefor is so that neither its 
wear nor its destruction will be any loss to 
the Government issuing it.” He is evidently 
laboring under the idea that the Government, 
after issuing its gold coins, is in some way 
bound to redeem them, and that, in case they 
become worn or clipped, the Government is 
obliged to accept them at more than their 
value as metal. His money is to have no in- 
trinsic, but a purely statutory, value ; it is to 
be a piece of paper, stamped “ one dollar,” 
aud never to be redeemed by the Government 
issuing it. It is to differ from all other paper 
money in that it is not a promise to pay; on 
the contrary, its non-redemption is to be its 
distinguishing feature. It is to be so value- 
less that it cannot be exported, and no one 
outside of the United States will receive it 
either in payment of debts or in exchange 
for goods. It being unavailable for export 
and never to be redeemed at home, what will 
such money be worth? Of what value is 
any note the payment of whichis never to 
be made? What will people give for it? It 
is to be money so composed as to fornid its 
exchange beyond the United States.. 

This irredeemability is defended by Mr. 
Burtxx on the ground that there is no more 
reasén why the measure of value shall be 
redeemed than that the yard-stick with 
which I measure my cloth, or the quart with 
which I measure my milk, shall be redeemed.” 
The man who buys milk does not buy the 
quart-measure, nor the man who buys cloth 
does not buy the yard-stick ; they purchase 
milk and cloth, and should Mr. Bortxn, in 
measuring his cloth or his milk, employ 
measures below the legal standard, he would 


not pass for a dollar, no matter how many 
stamps may be branded on it; nor will the 
cloth or milk sold with false measures be ac- 
cepted as a yard or quart, but 

paid for in their exact proportion 
actual quantity delivered.

How this can be done when the 
money has no intrinsic value, and has no 
connection with gold or any other thing hav- 
ing a value, is one of the peculiar features of 
the whole inflation scheme. He proposes 
that these notes, simply stamped United 
States of America, one dollar,” shall be. is- 
sued in the purchase of the 5 per cent United 
States bonds held by the banks, and that the 
holders of these notes may deliver them at 
the Treasury and receive therefor bonds 
bearing 3-65 per cent interest,—these 
bonds never to be redeemed, but the 
bonds themselves being convertible at pleas- 
ure into the irredeemable currency.

| and fixed value,” equal to or a little better” 


than the gold dollar 

The United States annually purchase six 
hundred millions of dollars gold) of property 
from other countries. For this we pay with 
our exports as far as they go, and the balance 
we pay in gold. All the interest on our obli- 
gations held in Europe is of course payable 
in gold ; we pay for our sugar, tea, and coffee 
mainly in gold, the foreign nations producing 
these three articles purchasing but little from 
us. We must have the gold to export for 
these payments. How are the importers to 
get the gold for this purpose? American 
consumers pay their grocers in paper, and 
will do the same with Burier’s patent paper. 
The importer receives this paper from his 
customers. How is he to remit a non-export- 
able money to pay for his sugar, tea, and 
coffee ? He can only do as he does now, take 
his paper round the streets and sell it for 
whatever gold he can find persons willing to 
give him forit. That settles the value of the 
currency. The holders of gold may offer 
him 20, or 40, or 60 cents on the dollar for it. 
The currency has no redeemer, and the man 
must sell his paper for precisely what is of- 
fered for it by the gold broker. That is the 
way we do business row, and that is the way 
he must do business with Burizr’s currency; 
the present currency has a value which fluc- 
tuates from day fo day and hour to hour, and 
any other irredeemable currency must be sub- 
ject to the same imperious law. It is the 
sum of gold we can obtain for greenbacks 
that settles the value of the latter. It is im- 
material how much gold we have to export. 
So long as we must pay our foreign debts with 
gold, so long will the price of greenbacks in 
gold determine the value of the paper. It is 
unnecessary to say that that value will always 
continue to fluctuate. It fluctuates now from 85 
to ¥0 cents on the dollar, but when the currency 
is declared irredeemable except in a bond 
which is never to be paid, and bears but 3-65 
interest in paper, the fluctuations will be be- 
tween figures much lower than those which 
rule at present.

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THE NEW ROUTE TO NEW 

Another evidence that a small thing in 
itself may lead to quick results is furnished 
by the formation of a new, direct railroad 
connection between New York and Chicago 
by the jancture of the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the Erie Railroads. This has come about as 
the result of a quarrel over two sleeping-car 
lines,—the Putiman and the Wann. Mr. 
Purtiman’s contract with the Vana 
lines expires the first of next month, and a 
short time ago he was notified fhat it would 
not be renewed. Mr. Puximan has been un- 
able to make any terms whatever with the 
VANDERBILT interest, which even refused to 
buy the elegant cars that have been running 
on the road at any valuation. The secret of 
this determination is understood to be Mr. 
Vanpexrsrir’s large private interest in the 
Wann sleeping-cars. In deference to this 
interest he does not hesitate to saeri- 
fice the comfort of the traveling 
public nor the profit of the stockholders 
in the various roads which he controls. The 
exclusion of the Pvutiman cars from the New 
York Oentral naturally carried with it the 
„Michigan Southern, the control of which is 
identical with the New York Central, and 
which has been the main Western tender of 
the latter. Meanwhile, Mr. Vanpzrpicrt has 
secured control of the Michigan Central, 
which had been throwing the bulk of its 
through business to the Erie Road, and the 
PULLMAN cars were likewise ordered of this 
road. It was the latter move that led the 
Erie Road to seek a new outlet to the West, 
andthe Puniman Company a new route to 
the East. Both these projects have succeed- 
ed by the joining of the Chicago branch of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Road with the Erie 
Road. By this arrangement Mr. Vaßro mme 
is confronted with a formidable combination 
in Messrs. Jewerr and Garrett, and Mr. 
Putian may still dispute with Waowzr the 
Eastern travel and upon equal ground. 

The new road to the East will be io opera- 
tion by the Ist of next month. It runs over 
the Baltimore & Ohio track as far as Shelby 
Junction, a distance of nearly 300 miles, and 
near Mansfield, O.; here the Erie Road takes 
the through business, freight, and passengers, 
runs it to Cleveland; thence over the Atlantic 
& Great Western (operated by the Erie) to 
Salamanca, and from Salamanca, on the Erie 
proper, to New York. This arrangement will 
interfere in no wise with the: Baltimore 
business done by the Baltimore & Ohio; it 
has now a New York partner where it former- 
ly had a New York competitor. The new 
line can scatcely fail to become popular as a 
passenger route with the Puniman cars 
through without change, a smooth road, and 
the admirable management that has always 
characterized every road under the control of 
the Baltimore & Ohio people. % ‘he gen- 
eral public this new arrangement is one of 
inestimable advantage. It has already been 
abundantly demonstrated that the Baltimore 
& Ohio can run trains ata profit at lower 
rates than any competing company, and, 
whether or not there be an open warfare from 
the beginning, including a notable reduction 
in „it is certain that both the freight and 
pessenger tariff the year around will be ma- 
terially less than heretofore. 

The new combination has a special interest 
for Chicago, not merely because this city is 
the principal beneficiary of the new com- 
petition, but because the combination 
will lead in all probability to the build- 
ing of a Union Depot on the lake front. 
This combination represents a through 
route to Baltimore nd a through route to 
New York,—as large a railroad interest com- 
bined as any other centering in Chicago. 
The business which the combination is pretty 
sure to get will reguire large depot facilities, 
and every consideration suggests the location 
of such a depot on the lake front. Here will 
be an opportunity for the city to sell the 
property which it ought to have sold before, 
unless the individual corrupt greed of the 
Aldermen’s ring induces them to overreach 
themselves again. ‘The next time a reason- 
able offer is made the city for that property, 
we think tax-payers will assert their influence 
to have it sold. :

METHODISTS AND EPISCOPALIANS. 

The discussion between the Methodists 
and Episcopalians relative to the reunion of 
these two great Churches grows in interest as 
it progresses, and is attracting very wide- 
spread attention. A brief resume of the dis- 
cussion will be of interest.

Among them, first, that 
it would interfere with the 
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it in a modified forn. In 6 second article 
he takes up the consecration question, and 
makes bad work with the position assumed 
by the Methodist Bishop. The latter had 


affirmed, mainly from rumor and hearsay, the | 


Church tradition that some Greek Bishop 
from the vicinity of Constantinople, visiting 
in London, had made Westzy a Bishop in 
the regular succession by the imposition of 
hands, The Episcopalian writer shows this 
was not a fact; that Wester never claimed 
it; that his papers and diary contain no 
mention of it; that Westzy’s own brother 
denied the truth of the story; and that it 
was a myth. Hence, sums up the Episco- 
palian, Wrstxy was never a Bishop, conse- 
crated in the regular succession from the 
Apostolic period.

But is it insur- 
mountable? We believe that Bishop Cum- 
mins, of the Reformed Episcopal Church, is a 
regularly consecrated Bishop in the Apostolic 
Church, having been consecrated before his 
schism. Oncea Bishop, always a Bishop. 
How would it do, therefore, for the Meth- 
odist Episcopals to annex him and let him 
‘vaccinate the Methodist Bishop, and thus 
bring them all into line? There is really no 
difference between the Reformed Episco- 
palians and the Methodists, and they might 
join hands without any reservation whatever. 
The Episcopalian Methodists would thus have 
one Bishop with credentials reaching back to 
Peres, Who could immediately legitimatize 
all the others, and thus remove any doubts 
whether their Bishops are regularly or irreg- 
ularly consecrated, and pave the way for a 
grand entree into the Protestant Episcopal 
fold, which would only be too glad to wel- 
come them and continue the consecration ad 
infinitum, placing their Bishops on an equal 
footing with their own. 

In the attainment of this great object, Tun 
Trrpune will be glad to lend its assistance. 
Tre Tumor is the great intermediary be- 
tween the sects. It brings them in contact 
and communication with each other. They 
have no opportunity of hearing one another. 
They do not read each other's books or pa- 
pers. The Northwestern Christian Advocate 
is not read by the readers of the Diocese or 
Churchman, and vice versa. The readers of 
the Standard never see the Advance or In- 
terior, and the Advance readers rarely see the 
Cato Pilot, and so on through all the 
sects. They would be profoundly ignorant 
of each other’s doings and sayings but for the 
Sunday and Monday issues of Taz Tarox, 
which are the religious clearing-house, where 
all the churches pass in their checks 
and balance things. Taz Trice, 
therefore, is the organ of all the 
churthes. It is the common ground where 
the pects can meet and compare notes, argue 
points together, and develop their plans 
and strength. The .preacher whose sermon 
is printed in the Monday’s Taro has an 
andience of over a hundred thousand readers, 
scattered all over the country. Oneor two 
hundred times as many people read it as 
hear any of the sermons when delivered in 
the pulpit. Tas Trice, therefore, proffers 
its influence and assistance to the various 
sects, and hopes to encourage toleration and 
brotherhood among them, bring them closer 
together, and make them better acquainted 
with each other, than the sectarian papers 
can ever hope to do. 
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Ironton, O., has been making an experi- 
ment in inflation.

It is based on faith and re- 
sources, —the faith of the laborer who is paid 
his wages in this scrip and the resources of 
the storekeeper. It is convertible, not into 
irredeemable and therefore worthless bonds, 
but into bread, and candles, and bacon, 

biaky, and other staples

‘of the laboring poor. There has been a rise 


in the price of the wares sold by the furnace- 
storekeepers, and the rise has been so great 
that the scrip-wages of a man just about pay 
his board. He works hard all day for where- 
withal to eat, but he has no surplus with 
which to pay for rent, clothing, medical ex- 
penses, books, a daily paper, and the rest of 
the long catalogue of human necessities. An 
Ironton man, in fact, gets of what an 
Ironton horse does in re or his work. 
The horse is fed and sheltered; the man is 
fed and runs in debt for his shelter. And yet 
there is plenty of “‘ currency” in Ironton. A 
turn of the press would produce any quantity 
of it. How illogical, then, for the poor of 
Ironton to complain. How foolich in them 
to long for cheap goods instead of cheap 
money. 


The return of the Pandora to England, after 
an unsuccessful cruise in the Polar regions, 
adds another to the long list of failures in the 
quest for the North Pole. The Knights of 
the Round Table had an easier task in the 
search for the Holy Grail. When the suc- 
cessful explorer at last reaches the Pole and 
ties the American flag to it, the 
universal joy will perhaps be somewliat 
dampened by the recollection of the encr- 
mous consumption of wealth and lives in the 
acquisition of some rather useless informa- 
tion. If somebody could discover a method 
of making the mass of people decently hap- 
py, or of housing the poor comfortably, or of 
substituting something better for the wage- 
system, or of bringing about universal free 
trade, he would do mankind a far greater 
service than the discoverer of the North Pole 
can ever confer upon us. The path to the 
Pole, however, will probably be found before 
the way to these reforms is; Ice will be con- 
quered before human selfishness is.

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 18.—Anotber aifidavit is 
puplished io the Journal to-night from H. H. 

Tavlor attempted 
to bribe several years ago with $10. It is a ter- 
ribly scathing document on the Reform Govern- 
ment. It appears chat Gov. Taylor, in sending 
Brerecton the $10, wrote him a letter. Super- 
human efforts have been made by Gov. Taylor 
and bis son-in-law, Mr. Basbford, to get posses- 
sion of this letter. Brerecton says about the 
4th of September Gov. Taylor approachea him 
on the street and desirel a meeting at 
the Executive office. Consent was giv- 
en. On appearing in the Executive 
office, Gov. _ Taylor asked if be 
bad a certain letter with mm. Mr. Brerecton re- 
plied that he had. Gov. Tavlor asked to see it. 
This was granted, aftera promise was exacted 
for its re:urn. On returmmg it, Gov. Taylor 
thani:ed Mr. Brerecton for not exposing bim two 
years ago, and, if he ovid do the same this 
year, be would give him a good position; that 
he was sure of his eleciion, as che railroads were 
all going to support bim. aud he wanted not to 
be exposed before the Convention, as Sat Clark 
and a number of sore-heads were trving 
to defeat him; and, further, that his 
#on-in-iaw, Mr. Bashford, wanted to see bim. A 
day or two after, LBrerecton received a letter 
from the son-in-law, Mr. Basbford, earnestiy re- 
questing an interview. when Brerectoo returved 
word to him that he could not come into town. 
A few daes after Mr, Basuford drove out to Mr. 
Brerecton's tarm, and was very avxiousto fix 
matters up and get possession of ibe let er. and 
offered to give his voy a position in the Cap.tol 
at a salary of $600 to $300 per year, which was 
refused. About the ist of October Mr. Basaford 
again saw Mr. Brerecton and offered him #500 
and the vosition for his boy if he would give up 
Gov.

Tbe affidavit continues:

* THE TAMMANY FRAUDS. 
New York, Oct. 18.—James N. 
suit against the estate of the County Auditor, 
James Watson, to recover $7,729,282, instituted 
on the ground that the county was defrauded of 
that sum by fraudulent bills, testified that in 
1869 and 1870 he furvished material to the 
county, through Tweed, Woodward, Sweeney. 
Watson. and others. Ingersoll was told 
by Woodward that he must make his bills large 
enough to pay Tweed 25 per cent and Connolly 
10 per cent.

000, for repairing and furnishing. armories and 
drill-rooms, and other public buildiogs, were 
identified uy Ingersoll as warrants on which he 
bad received 40 per cent, the remainder being 
divided among the other members of the ring.

HOOLEY TALKS BACK. 


His Reply to Haverly---A General 
Denial of the Latter’s Bill. 
| 
History of the Thea‘rical Partnership 
Between Hooley and Maguire. 


Richard Asserts that Thomas Exceeded His Powers 
in Dealing with Haverly. 


The answer of Richard M. Hooley to the com- 
plaint of Jonn H. Haverly denies that Maguire 
has been engaged in giving ‘minstrel perform- 
ances in Chicago at Hooley's Theatre, or that he 
had charge of the California Minstrels since 
July 3 last, except temporarily under the direo- 
tion of the defendant, and that he does not 
know what inducements were held out to Hav- 
erly by Maguire to join him in business, or 
whether any were; but defendant believes that 
whatever arrangement was made in this behalf 
it was with the full knowledge of the rights of 
the defendant, and was made secretly and clan- 
destinely with a view to ad vantages to be derived 
on the part of the complainant and Maguire to 
the injury of the defendaut. 

Mr. Hooley avers Haveriy and Maguire bad no 
right to enter into any agreement for a copart- 
nership by which any rights could be acquired, 
as claimed in the bill, without his concurrence, 
which he expressiy denies was ever given; 
neither bad Maguire any right to make any 
2 with Haverly or any other person. 

ooley expressiy denies that Maguire ever 
held or had any valid lease of the theatre in 
question, and that be never had any rights in 
said premises that he could transfer to anybody. 

Regardiug the assignment of certain coutracts 
between Maguire and certain actors, the defend- 
ant e 8 that if anv such contracts exist the 
were m tor the benefit of tha defendant, rote 
Maguire had no right to aesign the same. 

Defendaut admits that M ro was the lessee 
of the theatre from May 3, 18/5.to about July 
3, at which time bis lease ended, and that nego- 
tiationg then commenced for sadmittio 
Maguire into the joint management of 
the theatre, but these negotiations were never 
completed, and Maguire never acquired any 
rights by virtue of them, and that whatever may 
have been the acts of Maguire in holding him- 
seif out to the public as proprietor of the thea- 
tre after the date named, they were unauthor- 
ized by defendant. 

Hooley states that Maguire had no right to 
put Haverly in possession of the theatre, or 
give him any rights tberetn, such as he claims to 
nave; that, even admitting said pretended 
lease between Simon Qcinlin and Maguire 
to be a valid lease, the assignment thereof 
is forbidden by tho terms the lease, 
and Maguire was utterly powerless to assign the 
same 80 as to give the any rights 
thereuuder, and the defendant denies that Jonn 
O. Haines had any right to interfere in the thea 
tre in any way whatever, which fact defendant 
avers was well known to the complamant. 

The defendant avers further that be was in 
the City of Chicago and m and about the thea- 
tre, either by himself or his agents, all the time 
during which the complainagt claims be was 
making these said investigations with a view to 
his arrangement with Maguire, and the defendant, 

during all of the time, was in possession of the 
theatre property, all of which was well known to 
the complainant, and the defendant charges 
tuat the complainant bad full knowledge of all 
these facts, and that Maguire had no right to 
assign said lease and to give said complainant 
any — in the theatre or the management 
thereof, 

The defendant denies that the complainant 
never hed any notice that the defendact was the 
proprietor of Hooley’s Theatre until after the 
complainant had commenced business. 

The defendant denies that Quinlin ever as- 
sented to the assignment of the lease, or recog- 
nized said leace as valid and bindiog for aay 
purpose whatever. 

Tbe defendant says be knows nothing of com- 
plsinant paying out any sums of money for the 
theatre, and says that be informed bim that he 
had no rights in the premises. The defend- 
ant avers that the arrangement between 
Maguire and —＋ A is prejadicial to 
bis rights, and denies that any warranty deed 
was made to Quinlin other than in trust for the 
purpose of indemnifying Quinliu io considera- 
tion of his becoming his surety, and that he 
ever had any secret interest in the business with 
Maguire. The defendant avers that he believes 
Maguire to be insolvent, and that he has left 
Chicago with a view of never returning. 

The croes-bill alleges affirmatively the same 
facts developed in the answer, aod prays for an 
accounting, the appointment of a Receiver. and 
the issuing of an injuoction restraining Maguire 
and Haveriy from m 2 —— interfering with 
Hooley's enjoyment of the premises.

The New York and Chicago National 
Banks Compared. 


The Produce Markets Unsettled---Pork 


Wheat and Oorn Weak, with a Light Ship- 
ping Demand—Freights Higher. 


‘ FINANCIAL, 


A committee of the Board of Trade have recently 
deen collecting same statistics in relation to the trade 
of the city. Among other things they found that ten 
of our principal banks drew during the last year ex- 
change to the amount of §418,000,000. At frst sight 
these figures do not appear to correspond with the 
values of the thipments Eastward of farm products 

Auring the same period. Taking the amounts of grain, 
cattle, provisions, and other animal products 
and the average prices ruling for the year, the act 
value of the shipments to the seaboard was found to be 
$249,500,000. Whence, then, did the banks derive the 
$168,500,000 over and above the value of the shipments 
from this city? From all the surrounding country. Some 
half « dozen railways cross the Illinois Central south 
of Chicago, and in one way or another the collections 
for shipments for all the towns and cities for from 200 
to 500 miles in all directions, and for even 1,000 miles 
westward, find their way largely to the hands of our 
bankers, Chicago is the financial, as well as the com- 
-mercial, centre of aii the vast, fertile country by which 
she is surrounded. And besides, it should be remem- 
bered that the figures for the entire trade of the city— 
merchandise and manufactures included—for the year 
1874 footed up to the round sum of at least $538,500,000, 
Hence the results reached by the Committee, in view 
of the above facts, and of what has been said in this 
column for the past few days, will be readily believed. 

That the West and Chicago are living upbn the good 
old maxim, “ Pay as you go,” is proved by the fect 
that for a long period in the past exchange has for 
nearly half the time, perhaps more, ruled at or below 
per. This, as much as anything else, shows how 
rapidly our people sre becoming independent, It 
shows, also, that the balance of trade is often in favor 
of the West. Itis in the memory of our business men 
that the price of exchange on New York has been from 
2 to B per cent premium, and at times it could not be 
had even st that. 

NEW YORE AND CHICAGO BANKS. 

At first sight it may seem ridiculous te compare the 
New York and the Chicago banks: but when it is con- 
sidered that New York dates her origin way back to 
the earliest history of the nation, and claims to have 
the control of its commerce, and to have held it in all 
the past, and that it is only thirty-eight years since 
Chicago became a city, with only 4,000 inhabitants, the 

does not seem to tell so very strongly 
against us after all. By the last bank statements of 
the two cities, it appears that there are forty-eight 
National Banks in NewſTork and sixteen in Chicago,— 
one-third as many: capital of the New York banks, in 
round numbers, $68,500,000; those of Chicago, $12,000,- 
000,—a little more than one-sixth; loans and discounts, 
New York, $202,000,000; Chicago, $26,000,000; about 
one-eighth of the figures of the New York banks, As 
these are the main items, it is not necessary to make 
any further comparisons. That the Chicago banks 
will gain rapidly on their metropolitan neighbors 
there cannot be a particle of doubt.

JENNEY’S ESTIMATE. 
Soevial Dispatch to The Chacaco Tribune. 


Onnrzenne, W. T., Oct. 18.—Iu an interview 
with Prof. Jenney, of the Black Hills Expedi- 
tion, now here on his return, he gave as his 
opinion that in a mineral point of view the 
Black Hille were not worth more than a half 
million dollars for purchase outright. Gold was 
found on a number of bars, and rightly worked 
would pay fair wages, but nothing of an extraor- 
dinary character in wealth would be found. 
The country 1s fairly good for stock-raising, and 
in that is more valuabie than for its minerals. 


ARRIVAL OF THE EXPEDITION 
Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 


Brack His Expeprrion, Rep Ciovup AcEncry, 
Oct. 10.—The Black Hills Geological Expedition 
arrived at Spotted Tail on the 7th inst., and will 
march to Fort Laramie so as to arrive there on 
on or about the 13th. My description of a vor- 
tion of the country passed through by the expe, 
dition, and especially explored by Mr. Jenney 
and the topoegraphers, was cat short in my last 
communication.by the sudden movement of 
Company ©, Second Cavalry, commanded by 
Lieut. J. H. Coale, whom I accompanied to this 
post. The animals belonging to the expedition 
had become reduced in flesh by the constant 
marching, and it was therefore deemed neces- 
sary to send to Spotted Tail for grain to meet 
the expedition oa White River. 

To resume the description of the Bear-Lodge 
Range of Hille: I must first mention that Mr. 
Jenney's estimate of the extent of the gold- 
fields of that range 18 

8 SQUARE MILES, 

These 8 square miles, aod the 1,000 square miles 
of mining-laod in the Hills proper, are the full 
extent of the gold-tields as estimated by him. 

The most remarkable objects seen by the 
members of the expedition during the entire 
summer, is 

BEAR LODGE ITSELF. 

Seen at a distance, it resembles in outline an 
Indian lodge; bat, upon @ nearer approach, it 
proves to be a column of gray porphyry, that 
resembles granite in every particular, excepting 
the absence of mica. The column is composed 
of seventy-six smaller columas, tbat stand close 
together, as if quarried and  carefuldy 
set upon its milk-white clay pedestal 
by a hand as strong and mighty as Jove'’s. The 
clay pedestal is about 1. 500 feet in the diameter 
of its base, and rises 500 feet above the waters 
of the Belle. Fourche, oa the west bank of 
which it stands, Its sides slope with a handsomely- 
rounded curve tnat corresponds well with the 
broad base of the column that reste upon it. 
This column of rock, or rather this many-ocol- 
umned column of rock, is 900 feet across ite 
pase and 300 feet across its top, and rears its 
bead 1,126 feet above the level of the 
Belle Fourche River. The topographers 
determined the measurement by trisngula- 
tion, a6, owing to its smooth and 
steep sides, not even a mountain-sheep could 
have climbed it. Imagine this solitary column 
standing on the level plain, 5 miles from any 
elevation deserving the name, and it will be 
readily understood why the Indians call it the 
“Bare Lodge.” Some of the Indians, however, 
bay it means Bear Lodge, on account of the 
boles seen in the clay-pedestal, and the bear- 
tracks around its margin. Let this be as it may, 
I give such authority as Ioan find, and do not 
feel disposed to question its appropriateness; but 
upon one point all must agree, and that is the 
strangeness and the beauty of this natural pil- 
lar, that bas stood a solitary watch over this dis- 
tant plain for hundreds of centuries, braving a 
midion wintry blasts, and defying the gnawing of 
seas, to be seen at last and admired by civilized man- 
kind. 

The elevation of Bear Lodge above the sea is equal 
to the Brown Peak, the highest elevation in the Bear 
Lodge Range, and is about 4,500 fest. The Great 
Western Divide, or Backbone Range, is 7,500 feet 
above the sea; Harney’s Peak is 7,440; Terry's is 
6,775; Custer’s, 6,377; Crow Peak is 5,800,and Bear 
Butte, 4,520. Harney is composed entirely of granite, 
but all the other peaks are composed of gray por- 
phyry, feldspar, limestone, greenstone, and old Puts- 
dam sandstone, all burnt and changed in their sppear- 
ance from what they originally were, An abundance

This is as beautiful a locality as there is to be seen 
about the Black Hills, Ten or twelve large springs 
rise near each other along the southern slope of 2 
range of limestone foot-hills, and send their ice-cold 
water into one stream that flows into Rapid Creek, 3 
miles below.

The following morning was anything but vromising 
for tae march, At daylight it commenced to rain, 
and a steady wind made mournful music through the 
gigantic branclies of a huge cottonwooil-tree, dead for

characteristics ascribed to it in my ‘iret letter, in 
June, which decribed it 150 miles above this point. 
It is, of course, a sluggish stream, of dirty-cream col- 
or, thet flows over a quicksend-bed, that is to cross as 
treacherous as mercury, This river-bed is wide, and 
sparsely populated by wind-shakep scrub-cotton- 
woods, growing in the white sand that is taken up by 
the wind, anc, at a short dis resembles the 
densest smoke, The banks are, for the most 
composed of greasy clay 
growth of gresnwood 2 feet 


heavy, so that a horse 
may, in ws over this bottom, carry 
from 5 10 0 pounds packed clay 
upoh each hoot, When itis dry, 4 wagon-wheel makes 
but little impression upon it. This stream ought not, 
perhaps, to be condemned, for it drains the worst 
country in thie whole wide region; amd the country 
— drains is, for ite greater part, known as Bad 

nds, 

We packed oar bedding, struck our wet tents, and. 
crossing to the south side of the Rapid, moved up the 
Cheyenne 3 1 niles, where we crossed on the only rip- 
ple to be tem om the sluggish water, which denoted a 
solid wN, geneath. The South Fork of the Chey- 
ene, 8 n season of the year, is not more than 20 
feet wide, and less than a foot deep: but yet a pony 
cannot rose it except at partioular owing. as I 
mentioned be ore, to the mercurial quicksands, At 
the crossing we found two Indian lodges, and the full 
complements (f old bucks, young bucks, dogs, ponies, 
and squaws, to indicate two families, The oldesi 
Indian comme aced to beg for cartridges. He said the 
antelope came within a few yards of him, 
and he could not kill them, and his family must go 
hungry because be had no cartridges. We didn’t give 
him any, kno ing well that these Indians have a habit 
of salting dows all the fixed ammunition they can get 
for future use in hostilities against the whites, 

After crosau g the river, we moved 4 miles up the 
south bank, uatil Joe, the scout and guide, found a 
long, aecending ennon, that we followed for 8 or 4 
miles farther, until the top of the greu mesa be- 
tween the South Fork of the Cheyenne znd the White 
River was reached. This we could travel and with 
comparative ease, for the clouds had lifted, and the 
sun shone down, tempering somewhat the cold 0 
that had aprang up from the north. Moving along 
this high, level prairie, we came to a sudden stop on 
the rim of 


A DEEP BASIN, 
Several miles n extent, directly in our course, To 
reach the bottom one must plunge down an abrupt 
Steep, from 200 te 400 feet, toa bottom composed of 
clay mounds «nd domes, ranging in size from a large 
hay-etack tos great church-buiiding, and separated 
from each othet by narrow walks by water. To 
attempt to des into this portion of the Bad Lands 
would be folly, and, even if once down there in safety, 
not even a horse could travel. A few miles to the 
east wurd stool srow of spires and minarets, slender 
as peedies, diintiy piercing the clouds; and just 
beyond were great, mosque-like domes, decked ‘ont 
around the margin of their swelling roofs, with 3 


again brought 
still on the edge of apotuer deep 

—not so bad as the first,—which we found it necessary 
to descend. Joe, after scouting around for « time, 
found a place which he said must do, and preparations 
were made for the descent. This was done 
removing the greatest inequalities of 

clay and forming rock with picks and shovels; and 
then, attaching ropes tothe wagons, and putting on 
brakes, thirty men let them down, one at a time, with- 
out tipping over ome of the three that composed our 
train, It was s wonderfull — to let down waggons ; 
but it had to te done, and therefore it was done well. 
Once at the bottom, we found ourselves walled in on 
every side but a pass tothe eastward. Therefore, pro- 
ceeding over great ridges of glass-like, silicious de- 
posit, ken into fragments and left in great piles 
by the diuesalving of 


the clays and 
then crossing and recrossing dry water-courses, white 
as chalk, and then strips of 


land growiug buffalo- 
grass and cact as, that seemed to have taken root and 
formed a soi) amidst this scene of waste and desola- 
tion, we made our way toward the eastern gap, com- 


posed of 
STANDING PILLABS AND COLUMNS 

of gray and a- colored y, baked hard by the sun. 
They stood in all shapes, sizes, and attitudes; fash- 
ioned by the winds and rains into massive cathedrals 
with a hur tired spires ; mosques and turrets; three- 
coruered pillars, 200 feet high and only 20 feet across 
the base; great cones supporting are on which 
grow the cactas and scrub-cedar. Deep holes would 
yawn before us, where the clay had been undermined 
and opened into deep, narrow ditches, that in- 
tersected each other im every conceivable direo- 
tion, and therefore necessitated coustant detours 
on the part of the column and wagon-irain to avoid 
them. Shallow pools of thick, yellow water were to be 
found in all the water-courses; but the animals, even 
when very thirsty, refused to do more than taste of it. 

We labored along through this dead and dreary 
waste in a win ding, twisting course. trav two miles 
or more to make one in disteuce, until 8 O in the 
afternoon, when, as 1 happened to bea mile or so on 
the right of the command, picking up such petrified 
bones and specimens of many-colored stones as struck 
my fancy, I ran across a well-beaten road, runniny 
north and south, and having wagon-tracks upon it but 
afew days old, while it was iiterally tracked and 
scratohed with pony-tracks and Indian lodge-poles. 
I at once turned and made known my discovery 
to Joe, who did the road-buntin and we 
thenceforth traveled on this r until we 
reached the White River. We traveled all day 
without finding water ft to camp by, and finally made 
a dry camp h tue edge of the basin at the foot of a 
steep incline that must be pulled over on the following 
morning. 

Eariy on the next morning we moved out, and, 
hitching ten 1aules on one Wagon, assisted by as many 
men as could get hold, they were hauled to the top. 
We here met two young warriors moving toward 
the Cheyenne-River Agency; and, a mile or two 
farther, found a spring of good water. While water-

Hows!” and a general hand- 
shake, moved on, but soon returned and asked for 
cartridges, Being made a present oc! a half-dozen, he 
again shook hands, and went on lis way — 
Several smaller parties passed us during the day. —all 
well mounted and armed, and carrying an ample sup- 
ly of savage trinkets and ornaments, and loaded 
ios with “chuck” that had been issued them 
at the Grand Council. One band—accompanied, 
as was several, by a loaded on-train, driven by a 
white man from the Cheyenne River Agency—met us, 
and proceeded to importune us for hard bread; but 
the white man said; For Heaven's sake, don't give 
them any, for they have more stuff now than they can 
xk.” Yet they could no more resist their inborn 
yropensity to beg than they could that of lying, steal- 

g. and murdering, which is a part of their religion, 
and the exercise of which constitutes the happiest 
event of their lives. 

The following morning, being yet 50 miles trom 
Spotted Tail, we determined to push on as rapidly as 
our played-out animals could travel, so as to make 
that-post on the next day. We were but an hour or 80 
out of camp when we met another large party from 
the Cheyenne River Agency, headed by Spotted Cloud, 
ae eS testify that he wae «@ 
good Indian, &c., Ka. After rable bother, we 
ed op until afternoon, when we espied mounted 
Indians on all the bills, and others running their 
horses from the river-banks to different points, —all 
being, in an Indian country, suspicious circumstances, 
This party had no families with them, and 
were splendidiy mounted and armed. The Cuief of 
this — of Minne con jous—for such they proved to 
be— y approached, and inquired where we were 
from. Being told, he any Soak Se was a 
ood friend to the white man, and epee 
hat all the white men would soon leave the Hills, and 
that, if they did so, all would be well; but, for white 
men to go up there,—pointing toward the B Hills, — 

r WOULD BE A BAD ROAD.” 

He had been to the Grand Council to sell the Black 
Hills; but they had been unabie to swap, and for any 
white men to go there was “ — I bad.

Coale turned and ordered Tall Bull, the Chief, 
to go away, and go quick; with which polite request 
Mr. Bull saw fit to make instant compliance, Some of 
his soldiers, however, hung around for an hour or 
more, until they skunk away one by one and disap- 
peared, 

During this dey and the day previous, we did not 
meet less than 1,000 Indians, all of whom were well be- 
haved bat this band with Tall Bull, who were moving 
north to some place near Standiug Rock, on the Mis- 
souri River. After this, nothing of importance oc 
curred until the command reached Spotted Tail, 
where | was to remain until Col. ' command 
arrived. Here we learned that the Indians had de- 
manded $70,000,000 for the purchase of the Black 
Hills, and that the Commissioners had offered them 
the sum of 8,000, 000 for the H —that is, the moun- 
tains alone, and not including the beautiful valleys 
around their margins, Th who have made the 
ebaracter of the Black Hille’ study during the past 
summer have estimated their value at 

LESS THAN ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 
and they still hold to the opinion, What there is in 
the Indian title of the Black Hills worth $6,000,000 I do 
not know; but the price must have been increased 
owing to the number of hands through which the 
money must pase before it reaches the Indians. 
How much has this great Council of 30,000 Indians 
cost? And what has it accomplished? Is the pros- 
pect of gaining a title tothe Black Hills any better 
than it was one year ago? The General Government 
has pledged itself, in a measure, to secure the entrance 
of the ers into that mining region at as early a 
date as possible, and this assurance has been sufficient 
to keep them away until this time; but whether they

can be kept out without a large force of troops being 


stationed there from this time forth, until a purchase 
or an Indian war is effected, [am unable to say. There

STANDARD TIME. 
THE BOARD OF TRADE AND THE ASTRONOMICAL 
SOCIETY. 


The Directors of the Chicego Board of Trade 
decided yesterday by a unanimous vote to ac- 
cept a proposition made by the Astronomical So- 
tiety,—the same being to furnish a telegraphic 
reourd of the flight of time for the use of the 
Board. ' 

The new arrangement will go into effect as 
soon as the required connection can be made 
‘with a wire which already extends from the Ob- 
servatory at Cottage Grove into the heart of the 
city. A telegraphic instrument in the office of 
the Board will beat synchronously with the 
clock at the Observatory, which will be regulated 
by means of observations of stars as they pass 
across the field of view of the telescope, and 
the Board of Trade clock will be regulated ac- 
cordingly. The time will de furnished by this 
means true to the nearest second, unless in ex- 

pei cases of p.oionged bad weather. Even 
then, however, more than an error of a couple 
of seconds can scarcely occur, as the Opserva- 
. tory i furnisbed with two fine clocks, each bav- 
ing a mercurial compensation, and three chro- 

s. The average rate of these will be 
taken in case the skies are clouded for two or 
three days and nights in succession.

ORATORY. 
LECTURE BY DANIEL DOCHERTY. 

The third of the series of the Star Course lec- 
tures was delivered last evening in Plymouth 
Jhurch, corner of Tw enty-sixth street and Miclu- 
gan avenue, by Mr. Daniel Dougherty, before a 
large and refined audie uce. . 
Before the lecture, the andience was entar- 
tained by Mr. Fiagier, the organist, with sone 
choice selections. 

The subject chosen by Mr. Dougherty was 
“Oratory,” and the lectursr was introduced by 
the Right Rev. Bishop Foley, who said that he 
accepted, as a compliment. the honor of 34 
dressing s large aod fine an audience, but im- 
agined it was a slight on the bonorable ge nt le- 
man to get him here. His mission was to teach, 
not to address, but to derive benefit from the 
orator. A good play needed but a short pro- 
logue, so be would at once introduce the gent e- 
man, Mr. Dougherty. The few remarts were 
received with applause, and at the close Dir. 
Dougherty came forward, the Rev. gentieman 
leaving the stage. 

Atter thanking Bishop Foley for the kiod aad 
complimentary remarks, Mr. Dougherty at once 
commenced bis lecture. He said that the time 
«as too limited in one evening to give the sub- 
ject of Oratory” the great attention which iz 


deserv 

Genius assumed no more beautiful phase thun 
in oratory. It was inspiring to patriotism, cour- 
age, love, virtue, and the fear of God, and to 
urge against the tyrant. It spurred nations to 
arms, and biought out the noblest and purest 
alt ributes of man. The gift of vratory, not 
abused, was one of the greatest benefits of its 
kind. No names shone brighter mn hi-tory than 
those of oratons, and they urged on the student 
to emulation. 

An orator was one who could spur to imme- 
diate action. Different peopie had various ideas 
of oratory, and liked the deep thinker, the con- 
versational speaker, the ready debater, or tlie 
scholarly leoturer who had carefully written bis 
ad 


None of these were orators, and, if 
_ were, the land was swarming with orators 


The world had produced but few orators. £a- 
gland had but four, and in this country, where 
great speakers abounded, he could count the 
orators on bit fingers’ ends. 

He next eloquently described the orator as one 
who could get a mind to coucei\e and then to 
feel and shape, and to turn an audience ia an 
instant, Persuading speeches met be common- 
viace and simple in manner, and pure and chaste 
in language. The orator must he both earuest 
and impuisive. The great actor who could coa- 
trol an audience and draw them with hita. 
possessed the great element of oratory. It wae 
oratorv that bad inspired all ages to great deecs. 
It was the eloquence of Patick Henry that 
spurred us on to revolution. 

A man by study might reach the outlines of 
oratory, but he must something else. 
The gave some of the most eloquent de- 
scriptions of oratory, and held that an orator 
must possess the true attributes of manhood 
and every virtue. He might be wrong, but 
should always be sincere. He should be neither 
parasite nor demagogue. No ablespeeches were 
ever written, The lecturer next gave sone 
very humorous descriptions of failures io ora- 
tory, and described the “and other: ” 
who speak at political meetings, and who were 
so dubbed by the press, as young lawyers wi-h 
ambitious no practice. He described tlie 
famous 8 of Eugland, and said that dif- 
ferent countries produced different styles. Ilie 
lecturer held that ministers had the greatest 
finish and profoundest themes for oratory at 
band, and they uved them least. In the pul; it 
everything was generally commonp!ace. 

He held that the time for oratory bad passed, 
as the press had taken its place, and he coa- 
cluded by speaking of the press in glowing terms, 
and — — the power it wielded for good or 
evil. :

THE FIVE-TWENTIES. 
HOW THEY ARE BEING MELTED INTO NEW FIVES.

Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 18.—The call made 
Jaly 28, 1870, for $14,897,200, which will mature 
Oct. 28, 1875, extinguishes the entire amount of 
the original loan of the five-twenties of 1862. 
The whole amount of bovds known as “ five- 
twenties of March, 1864,” bave also been called, 
and will mature Nov. 13, 1875, after which date 
they will cease todraw interest. Of the bonds 
known as ‘‘ five-twenties of June, 1864. $27,053, - 
400 were called under dates of Aug. 13, Se; t. 1 
and 17, 1875, and it is presumed thas for the pur- 


poses of the further conversion of 5.208. and al- 
so for the requirements of the sinking fund, 
THE ENTIKE BALANCE OF THIS LOAN 

will be soon exhausted in calis. Calls are now 
out for one-half of this amount, and the 52. 
000,000 of 5 per cents yet to issue to complete 
the 6500, 000, 000 authorized willextinguish near- 
ly the entire balance by Nov. 15, the date u on 
which the option of the Syndicate will 
expire, By the lst of March next the 5.20s of 
1862 and 1864. which originally amounted to

The fact that the United States 
nad to pay 11 per cent to place a loan of 
$25,000,000 shows bow much the cred:t of the 
Government was reduced before the retirement 
of President Buchanan. On June 30, 1857, the 
year President Buchanan was inaugurated, the 
public debt was $28,699,832. When he retired it 
was 590, 580, 874.

TWO GREAT SUITS. 
THE CORPORATE ATTEMPT TO RUIN THE OSAGE 
SETTLERS LN KANSAS. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribuna .- 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 18.—The very im- 
portant case of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Ralroad Company against the United States 
and the settlers upon the Osage ceded lands will 
be argued in the United States Supreme Court 
this week. The case is one of very great mag- 
nitude. The raijroad company claim to have al- 
ready mortgaged the lands for $30,000,000, 
which is not more than one-third of their actual 
value to the settlers, The railroad company are 
represented by Senators Edmunds, Conkling, 
and Frelioghussen, and by Mr. Philips, 
and the United States by the Attor- 
ney-General, and the settlers by Judge Black, 
Judge Lawreuce, of Ohio, and Gov. 
Shannon, of Kansas. This case vitally affects 
the homesteads and all the material interests of 
alarge community of people. It concerns the 
reservation made by the United States.in 1808 
for the use of the Great and the Little Osage 
Indian tribes, upon which the Indians reside, in 
accordance with the terms of the treaty made by 
them with the United States in 1865. The 
lands were then sold by the tribes to 
the United States upon the trust that the 
United States wo sell them, according 
to their Land laws, for the Indian tribes, 
and would apply the proceeds in the form of food 
and clothing for the benefit of the Indians. The 
Goverument, by its proper officers, made the 
sale accordiugiy, and a large number of persons 
purchased. The country was rapidly settled, 
and is now occupied by a thriving, iddustrious, 
and intelligent population, numbering sfveral 
scores of thousands. Eight or nine co uni- 
ties have been established. They have churches 
and newspapers and all the inssitutions of a 
prosperous community. The United States 
by the Astorney-General, and «the set- 
tlers by their counsel, deny utterly 
that the lands which, at the time 
of the grant were the occupancy of the Iadians. 
but which have since come into the possession 
of the settlers. were inciaded m the grants to 
the railroads by avy fair interpretation. On the 
contrary, toe United States and the settlers as 
sert that these lands were expressly excepted 
out of the operations of the grant. The Secre- 
tary of the Interior, however, overruled the set- 
tlers, and, contary to the opinion of the Actor- 
ney General of the United States, decides in 
fuvor of the railroad companies. He even gave 
the railroad companies patenis for the 
lands upon which thw large population were 
hviog. The eettiers insist that they bave the 
authority of Congress, of the Attorney-General, 
of the Presideut of the United States, and of all 
the officers of the Government ypou their side, 
and that the act of the loterior Department in 
patenting the lands to the railroad companies 
was a huge diu „it pot something worse; 
but the railroad companies bold on with the 
usual tenacity of such corporations, and assert 
their claim loudity and with much apparent 
plausibility. If tbe suits. of which there 
are two, should be decided in favor of 
the companies, the decision will ruin 
a populous community and ill place the United 
States in the unpleasa:t attitude of having sold 
lands to which it had no title. Tue Attorney-

Under 
the Specie- Resumption act ho is bound to obey 
the requirements of that act; therefore he was 
obliged to issue bonds bearing the same rate 
of interest, 5 per cent, as those now being 
issued. When the remaining $28,000,000 of 
the 5 per cent loan had been subscribed, 
aod the Secretary, in the conversion of 
5-208 is confined to issuing bonds bearing 4 
per cent, it is probable that any bonds that may 
be issued under the Specie Resumption act will 
be 43¢ per ceat. In the issue of bonds under 
this act those issued, or which may be hereaf ter 
is uod. at the rate of 5 per cent, became redeem- 
able at the option of the Government aiter May 
1, 1881, while bonds that may be issued 
under the same act bearing 4½ per cent in- 
terest will not be redeemabie until after 
fifteen years from the date ot issue. Five per 
cent bonds issued from this time forward may 
be redeemed at the pleasure of the Government 
after May 1, 1881, whereas the t per cent 
bonds will have fifteen years from the date of 
issue, or nearly three times longer tuan the 5 per
